$250,000 Blaze Damages 
Several Phila. Plants 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 31 
(INS) 
—A five-alarm fire, fed by large 
quantities of combustible materials, 
today swept through a six-story 
midtown 
Philadelphia 
building 
housing 
several 
war 
plants and 
caused 
damage 
unofficially 
esti­ 
mated at $250,000. 


One fireman was injured by flying 
glass and scores of others were 
overcome as a thick 
blanket 
of 
smoke covered the arca for several 
blocks. 


The first alarm was turned in by 
a police watch on the nearby Dela­ 
ware River Bridge. Four additional 
alarms wert* sounded immediately 
as the flames spread quickly out 
of 
control, 
and 
every 
available 
piece of fire-fighting equipment east 
of the Schuylkill River was sum ­ 
moned to the 
scene. 
The 
entire 
building was destroyed. 


Th** flames apparently broke out 
on the third floor of the structure, 
which housed tin* Metal craft Prod­ 
ucts Co., the H. Abel Radiator E n­ 
closure 
plant, 
the 
McCade 
Co., 
makers of blank books, and the 
Abel 
Metalciafts 
Products 
Co. 
Cause of the blaze was not known. 


Several explosions, believed to be 
containers of lacquers and other 
combustible materials, marked the 
early stages of the fire. Iloselines 
were run over the roofs of neigh­ 
boring buildings as firemen poured 
water on 
the 
burning 
structure 
from every vantage point. Streams 
of water were 
played 
on 
other 
buildings within a two-block area 
as a stiff breeze 
showered 
them 
with sparks. 
Thirty squad cars and hundreds 
ot police held back crow’ds of spec­ 
tators attracted by the glare of the 
flames. 
Nurses and doctors from 
every central city hospital treated 
firemen affected by the smoke and 
cold. A thick layer of ice covered 
streets and buildings and hampered 
the efforts of the fire-fighters.
